FURIOUS HORSE. 
SLAYS WOMAN 


Animal Resented being. Driven 
from Wheat Fie'd, 


When Mrs. Rogers Attempted To 
Run the Horse Into the Stable 
Lot, It Suddenly Turned 
Upon Her and Trampled 
Her to Pulp. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 13.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Robert Kogers, wife of a well-to-do 
farmer of this county, was instantly 
Killed today by an infuriated horse, The 
accident happened at the dinner hour, 
between 12 and | o'clock. The horses 
had been ungeared and were turned 
loose in tae stable lot during dinner time. 
One of the horses, a young animal, man- 
aged to break out of the lot and jumped 
ovér a low fence into a wheat field in the 
rear of the house. Not wishing to call 
her husband. from his rest, Mrs. Rogers 
crossed into the field and attempted to 
drive the horse out. Tae brute became 
infuriated at the attempt and rushed at 
Mrs. Rogers. She attempted to escape, 
but the animal rushed upon ‘her and 
threw her to the ground. Before the 
men at the house, who were attracted by 


the screams of rMs. Rogers, could come 
to her rescue she was ground into a 


pulp by the fore feet of the frenzied anl- 
mel. 


HARD DEADLOCK 
FAILS TO BREAK 


Illinois Republican Conven- 
tion Damnedest Crowd 
Cannon Ever Saw. 


Springfield, Ills., May 13.—After a con- 
tinuous session of over twelve hours, 
the Illinois republican convention, at 


10:28 o'clock tonight, took a recess until 
10 o'clock tomorrow morning, without 
having named a candidate for governor. 

During the long hours the great body 
was in session, it was in a practical dead- 
lock, and when, by general consent, the 
recess was taken tonight, neither of the 
seven candidates had secured an advant- 
age of any moment, each or them hold- 
ing practically his origina} strength. 

While the tiresome balloting went for- 
ward, the party leaders conferred in fruit- 
less efforts to get a compromise, Dut all 
of their efforts went for naught and there 
is nothing in the situation tonight ‘to 
warrant the prediction of a break to- 
morrow. 

The convention was at once the largest 
and most turbulent held in the history 
of the state. The great convention hall 
was packed with fully 10.000 persons dur- 
ing the session, and at times the scenes 
were most turbulent. 

Only the good nature of Speaker Can- 
non, who presided, prevented him from 
adjourning the convention to the hall of 
representatives and excluding the public 
geveral times during tfe day. 

“It’s the damnedest crowd I ever saw,” 
he declared. 

The organization of the convention was 
effected without difficulty. 

The candidates for governor are Frank 
O. Lowden, Charles S. Deneen, How. 
land J. Hamlin. Vespasfan Warner, Riche 
ard Yates and L. H. Sherman.

EAGLE AS HEAD 


tor Second Time Arkansan Is 
Chosen President. 


Northen Withdrew His Name as 
Candidate for Vice Presidency. 
All Officers of the Conven- 
tion Were Elected at Yes- 
terday’s Session. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 1!3.—(Snecial.)— 
With fully three thousand delegates and 
visitors in attendance the forty-ninth an- 
nual session of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention was called to order here this 
morning .by ex-Governor J. P. Eagle, of 
Arkansas, president of the convention. 
The vast throng was led in prayer by ex- 
xovernor W. J. Northern, of Atianta. 
There was election of a president. Dr. A. 
T. Robertson, of Louisville, said the as- 
sociation should honor itself by rehonor- 
ing its president, who had served so faith- 
fully for the past two years, and ex- 
Governor Eagle was reelected, the secre- 
tary casting the vote. He accepted in a 
graceful speech, showing how deeply im- 
pressed he was over the convention's @c- 
tion. Doctors Lansing Burrows and O. F. 
Gregory were elected permanent secreta- 
ries. Considerable routine business was 
completed and vice presidents were nom'- 
nated. Ex-Governor Northen withdrew 
his name when it was offered and nomi- 
nated Major J. W. Thomas, of Nashville, 
president of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railway. 


Wellington Vice President. 

Those elected as vice presidents out of 
many nominations at the afternoon ses- 
sion were: C. B. Willingham, Macon; 
Major J. W. Thomas, Nashville: Dr. 
Robert Lee Buckner, Dallas, Tex.; E. W. 
Stevens, Columbia, Mo. 

Dr. 8S. C. Mitchell, of Richmond, Va., 
presented a memorial from the Virginia 
association on the negro question. 

Mr. Mitchell read the memorial which 
calls attention to the convention as to 
the advisability of appointing a commis- 
sion to study the whole question and de- 
termine what method the Baptist as a 
denomination can adopt toward aiding in 
the moral uplifting and welfare of the 
negro in the south. Rey. Livingston John- 
son, of North Carolina, informally pre- 
sented a similar memorial from his gener- 
al association. Dr. A. J. Barton. * of 
Alabama, moved that the memorials be 
referred to the committee hereafter to be 
appointed on work among the colored 
people. This was adopted. Governor 
Northen, representing the Southern The- 
ological seminary, asked that the com- 
mittee on order of business be authorized 
to fixe a time for considering the twen- 


tieth century endowment fund of the sem- 


inary. This permission was granted. 
More Than $100,000 Income. 

At the afternoon session reports were 
received as follows: Dr. J. M. Frost, 
for Sunday school board headquarters, 
‘Nashville, showed income larger than 
ever before, having passed the $100,000 
mark. 

Dr. B. D. Gray, of Atlanta, eerrespond- 
ing secretary of the home mission board, 
Showed the receipts for the vear to be 
$127,850, an increase of $25.000 over last 
year. Dr. R. J. Willingham. of Rich- 
mond, reported $29,000 increase in for- 
eign mission board. All branches of these 
works: were reported extended. Dr. Lan- 
sing Burrows, statistical secretary, re- 
ported large increage in membership and 
contributions for the Baptist church 
throughout the south. The afternoon ses- 
Sion ended at 5:30. 

The second day's session of the Wom- 
4an's Missionary Union, auxilfary to the 
Southern Baptist convention, was held 
today. 

Came 10,000 Miles. 

John Ferguson, of Colombo. 
was invited to address the convention and 
said he had come 10,000 miles to meet 
tine Baptist brethren in America, and 
spoke of the great possibilities for mis- 
sion work in Asia. He emphasized the im- 
portance of the «education of the women 
in the foreign fields. 

Report on Missions. 

In the Home Mission board's report on 

the southern states at the Baptist con- 


‘yention today the following was said rel- 


ative to Georgia: ‘In Georgia, asitle 
from agency expenses, the board spends 
very little. The fact that @ifts to state 
missions have increased in the last 
few years more tham 300 per cent shows 
how great the need is for missionary 
work in Georgia. Georgia is practically 
leading in the total of the contributions 
to all our convention interests.’’ 

The annual convention sermon was well 
delivered tonight by Dr. W. W. Landrum, 
of Atlanta, routine business occupying 
the remainder of the night session. 

Woman’s Missionary Union. 

At the afternoon session of the Bap- 
tist Woman's Missionary Union today, 
a donation of $10,000 from “A Christian 
Worker,"”” was announced. The money is 
given for a home for the children of re- 
turned missionaries,

SYRIAN MAFIA 
SAID 10 EXIST 


Atempt on Woman's Life Made 
by Several Syrians, 


Mrs. Mary Joseph, of 580 1-2 Mari- 
etta Street, in Precarious Con- 
dition at Hospital as Result 
of Visit of Her Country 
People Last Night. 


According to Mrs. Mary Joseph, of 
5301, Marietta street, there is an organ- 
ized Mafia in Atlanta among the Syrians, 
and they have swérn to exterminate her. 

For this reason, when six men and two 
women went to her home last night at 
9 o’clock and one of them gave her 
poison and choked her while the others 
threatened to kill’ her if she screamed. 
the woman cried out at the top of her 
voice for the police. 

fiicvcle Officers Chambers and Fincher 
were at a patrol: box one block. away 
when they. heard: the screams of the 
woman und rushed to her home. There 
they found the room in a dilapidated 
condition, and the Joseph woman in a 
swoon, while the eight Syrian men and 
women were talking loudly in their own 
language and making all kinds of ges- 
tures, 

Cnarley Deap and two other men went 
to the home of the Joseph woman early 
Tuesday morning, attempted to assault 
her, according to her statement, dragged 
her around by the hair, and after slap- 
ping and beating -her, $6 and all 
of the groceries in the house. 

At a hearing before Judge 
Thursday morning Deap and 
Lancaster were bound over to await the 
action of the superior court, 

At 9 o’clock last night Mrs. Deap, 
Mary George, Thomas Sadd, George 5. 
Daher, TJ. S. Saliba, George Z. Zachem, 
George Monson and Jacob Moses went vo 
the home of the .Joseph woman in a 
body. She says that when the crowd 
entered her house the Deap woman put 
something to her nose and told her to 
smcll] it, as it was a fine cologne, As 
she inhaled the contents of the bottle she 
became. almost unconscious. Some of the 
men then pushed her over on the bed 
and she sereamed for the police. As she 
screamed the woman placed the bottle 
to her nostrils again, and then put it in 
her stocking. 

In Precarious Condition. 

After. the policemen arrived and arrest- 
ed the crowd, Dr. Trammell was sent for 
and applied restoratives. In an hour the 
woman was no better, Sad a call Was 
sent for a Grady hospital ambulance. At 
that institution the woman was revived, 
after hard work, but is stili in a pre- 
carious condition and may die. 

The Syrians arrested declare they went 
to the home of the Joseph woman merely 
to get her to withdraw the case against 
Deap, and that they did harm her, 
nor did they intend doing so. 

After the arrest, Decatur street in 
front of police barracks Was crowded 
with Syrians, who talked loud and long 
in their native tongue. As they crowded 
into police headquarters the were made 
to fall back by the officers in charge, 
and after a time the street was cleared. 

The Joseph’ woman declares she was 
poisoned py the Deap woman, and asked 
Captain Moon and Call Officer Spradlin 
to notify her father and brother that 
the Deap woman killed her. 

The prisoners are all being held at po- 
lice barracks without bond to await the 
recovery or death of the woman.

Military Failures in Far East 
Ascribed To Present Govern- 
mental System, 


EMPEROR STRONGLY URGED 
TO GRANT CONSTITUTION 


gressive Peoples, May Start Hev- 
olution Instead of Giving 
Hearty Aid to Rus- 
sia’s Cause. 


Rome, May 3.—A secret report received 
from St. Petersburg depicts the internal 
Situation of Russia as becoming most se- 
rious as regards the preservation of the 
present institutions, 

The military failures in the far east 
having been strengthened the opinion that 
the evils are due to the present organiza- 
tion of the country in which a change is 
necessary. 

The hope is expressed that the emperor 
himself seeing the danger will be induced 
to graili the country a constitution in 
which eent, it is asserted, the enthusiasm 
of the people will become so great as to 
render it possible to raise an army and 
collect the means necersary to defeat Ja- 
pan. 

Otherwise, the report says, it is believed 
all the efforts made at St. Petersburg 
will remain futile, as besides the war in 
the Far East, Russia will be obliged to 
face uw latent if not an open revolution-, 
ary movement at home, depriving her of 
the assistance of the most progressive ele- 
ments of the empire, such as the Poles 
and Finns. 


SECOND JAPANESE ARMY 
LEFT CHEMULPO MAY 4 

Seoul, May 9, via Shanghai, May %3.— 
The second Japanese army, numbering 
7,000 men, left Chinampo on thirty-four 
transports May 4. The. soldiers were 
crowded on board the. vessels in the 
closest manner, one ship having 3,800 
men on board. So closely were they 
packed between decks that exercise was 
[tmpessible and very little air was ob- 
tainable; but in spite of these discom¢ 
forts there was no grumbling: Every 
precaution was taken to prevent news of 
the departure of the army from leaking 
out. The residents of Chinampo were 
strictly disciplined and no one was al- 
lowed to enter or leave the town, Three 
Americans, however, succeeded in es- 
capingafrom Chinampo on board a junk. 
Twelvg Pas later they reached Chemul- 
i a Japanese probably. will compel 
the emperor of Korea to resume his resi- 
dence at the Kakuvie palace, from which 
palace he fled April t4. This would 
make Japanese influence over the em- 
percr supreme. 

The Japanese merchants, soldiers and 
coolies are becoming arrogant and. the 
Koreans are subordinated and helpless. 

The Japanese have established naval 
base at Port Lazaref. on Broughton bay.

It is asserted here that only one di-, 
vision of the second Japanese army js 
landed on the Liao-Tung peninsula, and 
it is asserted that the rest of this army 
will go ashore at Takushan. 


CHINESE PROPERTY IS 
DESTROYED BY RUSSIANS 

Niuchwang May 13, via Tientsin, May 
!13.—Chinese bandits are committing 
depredations in the vicinity of Yin Kow. 
Several natives who were kidnaped by 
them from Niuchwang have been ran- 
somed. 

M. Pauloff, formerly Russian minister 
to Korea, and now the representative of 
Viceroy Alexieff, now at Pekin, and 
is believed to be endeavoring to _ per- 
suade the Chinese government to take 
over the Ninchwang section.

Albany City Council Will De- 
mand Better Railroad 
Facilities. 


Albany, Ga.. May 13.—(Special.)—The 
city council of Albany ‘has decided to 
carry its fight for better passenger termi- 
nal facilities before the railroad commis- 
sion. This course was decided upon at 4@ 
conference of the mayor and members 
of council] several days ago, and now the 
«ity attorney has been instructéd to pre- 
pare a petition for presentation to the 
commission at an early date. 

The conditions with which the travel- 
ing public has to contend in Albany are 
the subject of constant protest, but all 
efforts that haye been made by the city 
to induce -the railroads entering Albany 
to Improve their facilities have proved 
unavailing. Seven lines of railway enter 
Albany and the passenger trains over all 
of them use the union passenger station, 
The facilities are deemed inadequate by 
the city authorities and frequent appeals 
to the railroads Rave been made.

DO NOT BELIEVE 
RUNAWAY STORY 


Parents of Pickett Still Think 
Their Son Was 
Slain. 


Covington, Ga., May 1!3,.—(Special.)— 
The Vaughn Pickett disappearance, about 
which. there has been so much excite- 


} ment in the southern part of Newton 
}county for the last four or five days, is 


still shrouded in mystery. 

The parents of the missing boy and the 
people generally in the vicinity of the 
Pickett home are reluctant to believe 
the runaway story. 

That Pickett was slain on 
home from the school entefainment at 
it o'clock Friday night, no‘one who is 
at all familiar with the character of the 
young man has the slightest doubt. He 
has always had the name of being a 
model young man in the community 
where he was raised and had always 
manifested great attachment for his 
home and manner of living. Hence none

Alabama City Is’ Rerated on 
second Class Basis, 


People Are Stirred Up on the Ques- 
tion of Insurance Rates, and 
Will Probably Take De- 
cided Action To Bet- 
ter Matters. 


Montgomery, Ala., May !38.—(Special.j— 
Députy Insurance Commissioner Henry 
R. Shorter hag received a letter from. 
Mayor Drennen, of Birmingham, asking 
for information about insurance rates ih 
other states contiguous to this. The fact 
that the Southeastern Tariff Association 
has rated Birmingham on a second-class 
basis has stirred the people up and they 
will make a vigorous protést. 

The reasons for the incréase in rates in 
Birmingham lies in the “enormous fire 
losses during the past few months. They 
have been several hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Insurance men contend that the 
protection is not adequate and that some- 
thing must be done to make the cost 
of carrying the business more equitable 
to the risks. Mr. Shorter is in Atlanta 
checking up the securities of the At- 
lanta-Birmingham Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, and will take up the letter of the 
Birmingham mayor as soon as he returns. 


Taxes Are High. 

One of the main things that the fire 
insurance companies object to in Ala- 
bama, after the heavy losses, of course, 
is the high rate of taxation by the mu- 
nicipalities. _Thig very thing has kept 
the rates up im many. cities, it is thought. 
The state charges a license of $10! on 
every company of whatever class. Addi- 
tional a charge of | per cent of gross 
premifim receipts and 3.60 for every 
agent employed. This would not be re- 
garded as excessive if the towns did net 
then tax go heavily. Montgomery, for 
instance, charges $400 per year to each 
ecmpany, which amounts to I! per cent 
of all the premium receipts in the city. 
This is the highest municipal tax on in- 
surance companies .of any town in the 
world. An. effort to reach a settlement 
by which Montgomery shall be made a 
first-class town does not promise culmina- 
tion unti] this fee is lessened. The fire 
loss in Montgomery is very light, how- 
ever, which makes up to a large entent 
for the high license taken. 


Judges Refuse Special Terms. 

Montgomery, Ala,, May !3.—(Special.)— 
Two circuit judges have now refused to 
call special terms of their courts to in- 
vestigate lynehings In the state, though 
they were requested to do so By Acting 
Governor Dr. Ri .M: Cunningham. Both 
say they do. mot consider such a moayve 
wise at this time.. These are Judge W. 
S. Anderson, of the Baldwin county court, 
and Judge T. Scott Sayre, of Montgom- 
ery. 

Judge Anderson took tne position that 
such a movement was not necessary and 
that it was the duty of the executive to 
order the court. This position is denied 
by the governor (and he is supported by 
the attorney general), who holds that the 
law gives him no such power. 

Judge Sayre fully sympataizes with the 
governor in his efforts and is anxious to 
aid him in every way, but ‘ne believes 
that immediately following a lynching is 
the wrong time to undertake to find out 
who did it and punish them.

The charges of heresy made by Dr. 
‘Munhall and others against the Garrett 
Biblical Institute and the Boston 
SchoOol of Theology continue to occupy 
the attention of the members of the 
committee on education, and to be the 
absorping topic among the confcrence 
delegates. The sub-committee of five 
having in charge the investigation of 
this important matter has made a re- 
port to the full committee, but the at- 
tacks of Dr. Munhal!l and other support- 
ers of heresy charges were so spirited 
that the committee voted not to accept 
the report, but to resubmit it with in- 
structions to give the matter more care- 
ful and thorough consideration. 

The report of the sub-committee 
states that there were only eight tnemo- 
rials before them on the subject, only 
four purporting to come from annual 
conferences; that three of these memo- 
rials had been signed by a total of 
thirty-five persons, and that two of 
them were in the form of a printed cir- 
cular.

According to what the weather man 
would say, the weather in the police 
board room yesterday afternoon was 
threatening. Every one present looked 
for a squall, but a hurried adjournment 
and but little talk from the members, 
caused the clouds to blow over. . 

The meeting started out with an evi- 
dent intention of ‘reading the riot act” 
to some members of the department rela- 
tive to the Callahan-Hardin matter. It 
ended by resolutions being adopted ex- 
pressing regret at their action one month 
previous and exonorating every one from 
blame in the matter except Justice Wal- 
ter E. Ormond and the newspaper re- 
porters. 

“We'll have trouble just as long as we 
allow irresponsible newspaper reporters 
to run around the station house and get 
out warrants for officers on the oaths of 
prisoners,’’ exclaimed Commissioner Fox, 
sotto voce, but no one paid any attention 
to him, the proceedings of the meeting 
not even being interrupted’for an instant. 

Mayor Howell introducéd a resolution, 
drawn up by City Attorney’ Mayson, to 
the effect that Chief of Police John W. 
Bell was not at all to blame for the Cal- 
lahan arrest, as he did not know a war- 
rant had been sworn out until after it 
had been served, and that he then took 
the steps necessary to secure the release 
of the Cincinnati officer. 

Previous to the passage of this resolu- 
tion, Station Sergeant Joiner arose and 
said he desired to be heard on the matter, 
and had some witnesses by whom to 
prove he had acted in a strictly legal 
manner, and was compelled to serve the 
warrant. 

“Who said you were to blame?’ asked 
Mayor Howell. ‘“‘Your name is not men- 
tioned jin this resolution.”’ 

“‘] heard that such was the case,”’ re- 
plied the sergeant. 

“You are kicking before you are spure- 
red,” said the mayor. “This resolution 
refers to the man, or men, who issued 
the warrant, and not to the officer who 
served it.”’ 

Justice Walter E. Ormond, who issued 
th warrant for the arrest of Callahan, 
said he had ween called up by telephone 
by Attoriey iiarvey Hill, and fad gone 
to the station house and issued the war- 
rant charging kidnaping, after a thor- 
ough investigation of the facts. 

“If there is any blame to be attached 
to any one in tnigs matter then Il am the 
man who should take it,’ said Justice 
Ormond. “I issued the warrant and did 
what I construed ag my duty. I do not 
désire to see an innocent man receive a 
lecture for my acts and I guess my 
shoulders are broad enough to take all 
of the blame. You can't censure me and 
neither can the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police, but you can censure 
these officers and I don't want it done 
when I am guilty, if there be guilt, and 
not the officers who arrested Callahan.” 

Attorney Harvey Hill said he had been 
‘phoned to by G. N. Hurtel who told 
him of the arrival at police barracks of 
Callahan and Hardin and who said he 
thought the actiOns of Callahan were 
suspicious as he had not exhibited any 
papers and Hardin said he had been kid- 
naped. He went to police barracks, 
heard Hardin’s story and then sent for 
Justice Ormond to issue the warrant 
charging Callahan with kidnaping. 

“We understood Callahan was drunk 
when he took the man to the barracks,” 
said Justice Ormond. 

“T don’t want to hear any charge 
against a man unless there is proof,’’ in- 
terp0sed Mayor Howell. 

“T have an affidavit to that effect,’”’ Te- 
plied Judge Ormond. 

“Better give it to Chief Ball to take 
t the national convention of chiefs of 
police,’’ remarked tine Mayor. 

“I'l get out all right. I don’t need 
any affidavits,’ chi “m Chief Ball, and 
the incident relative the intoxication 
of the Ohio officer was closed. 

After further talk on the part of the 
comm ssioners the resolution introduced 
by Mayor Howell to the effect that Chief 
Ball, was not responsible for the arrest 
and d«tention of Detective Callahan, was 
passed unanimously and placed on rec- 
ord.

PREY FOR FLAMES 


ire Engine Burned; Mayor's 
Mustache Singed

Largest Structures in Central City 
Park Destroyed by Fire Yester- 
day Afternoon—Fire Be- 
lieved Started by Stump 
of Cigar.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., May  13.—(Special.)-—Fire, 
with heat so intense that it was felt a 
thousand feet or more away, this aftere 
noon destroyed the Floral and Premium 
hall, the largest buildings within the 
Central City park, wiped away two of the 
cottages near by and consumed one of 
the engines belonging to the fire depart- 
ment, which had responded to the call 
when the alarm was rung in, 

The fire was discovered shortly before 
5 o'clock, and an alarm was sent in at 
once. The flameg then had made con- 
siderable progress, and by the time the 
Fifth street fire. engine reached’ the 
scene it was apparent at a glance that 
the building was beyond all redemption, 

The buildings were erected in 1873 un- 
der the administration of Mayor Huff, 
and have well served the purpose for 
which they were constructed. The main 
building was some 700 feet in length, 40 
feet wide and 2 stories high, with an 
annex about 100 feet long and 40 feet 
wide, part | story and part 2 stories 
high, and was used for machinery ex- 
hibits. 

Within @ feet of the main building 
were two one-story cottages for the use 
of the pfesident of the State Agricultural 
Society and for the press. These cottages 
went down, too. The building was of 
old, dry material and was decidedly com- 
bustible. It was a hard fight tne firemen 
fad. On the biulidings the city carriea 
$23,000 insurance. 

Fire Engine Burns. 

So intense was the heat that the fire- 
men wso manned the first engine to 
reach the scane were driven from their 
work. Large giant oaks which have 
been growing there for years and which 
were in full green foliage took fire and 
burned like fat pine. The men could 
not move the engine and it oo fell a 
prey to the flames. Along with the en- 
gine some 500 eet of hose were de- 
stroyed. 

No one has any idea how the fire orig- 
inated. There was a picnic at the park 
today and it is thoyght that someone 
might have thrown a lighted cigarette 
away and that the flames started from 
that. The buildings are the property ot 
the city and almost must be recon- 
strucjfed. Mayor Smith tonight said the 
matter would be laid before the council 
at the..méeting Tuesday night and that 
he had every reason to believe that body 
would authorize the use of the insurance 
money in replacing the buildings, 

He was not in a position, however, to 
Say whether the old building would be 
duplicated or whether a number of small- 
er ones would be erected in place of 
those burned away. 

The destruction of the buildings will in 
no way interfere with the coming state 
fair. Vice President Smith, of that or- 
ganization, gave it out tonight that so far 
ag the fair association was concerned 
the pbuilding would in no Way be de- 
layed. 

The engine destroyed by the fire has 
been in service some ten years. ft cost 
the city $4,000, but no insurance was 
carried upon it. The fire department, 
however, is not crippled by its loss, as 
the city has what was a reserve en- 
gine. 

Mayor Smith was at the ball park this 
afternoon when the fire broke out in the 
fair grounds buildings. He knew a 
picnic had been held there during the day 
and rushed at once to the scene. He 
pushed into the burning building to sc¢e 
if by chance any child might be thera. 
The flames were intense, s0 much so that 
he was driven from the buliding. The 
draft blew his hat from his head and in 
making his escape the mayor’s mustache 
was Singed. 

He is now receiving congratulations and 
eccepting new hats from hig friends.

He is now investigating and 
We will ‘endeavor to put a stop % this 
practice. 

“Those who soull milk in Atlanta, even 
tlough they have “nly one cow, must se- 
cure a permit from the board of health, 
which does not cost anything; must sub- 
mit to the inspection of their lots, and 
must permit analysis to be made of their 
milk. A. dairy business is no less a bus- 
iness because there is one cow instead of 
fifty and all dairies must be governed 
alike.’”’

A YACHT’S LONG VOYAGE. 


Visiting Ocean Resorts the Pastime 
of a New York Millionaire. 
(From the New Orleans, Papers.) 

The pennant of the New York Yacht 
Club was fiying at West End Saturday 
the bearer being the vacht 
Roamer, which left New York some three 
or four months ago. The Roamer is a 
schooner-rigged gasoline motor vacht, be- 
ing provided with a single screw driven 
by two gasoline engines (coupled on one 
shaft) OfK twenty-five horse-power each. 
She ran run sgmething better than nine 
knots an howe without forcing. She is 
69 feet over all, 12 feet beam, and draws 
4 feet 8 inches. The Roamer is the prop- 
erty of H. €, Roome, of New York, an 
elderly gentleman, whose favorite amuse- 
ment is taking his wife on long cruises. 

“There is no famous resort or water- 
ing place east of the Rocky mountains,” 
said Mr. Roome, “‘that we do not visit 
in the height of its season. Beginning 
at New York. we go in the spring sea- 
son to Newport. Marblehead and all the 
resorts that cluster around Boston: then 
on up to Montreal, Quebec, Toronto and 
Ottawa, spending a month or a day in 
each place, exactly as we choose: cruis- 
ing among the Thousand islands: then on 
south along the Atlantic coast line, keep- 
ing iust out of the reach of cold weather. 
touching at every resort along the line, 
until we get down to Milami, where a 
whole fleet of us spend the winter. cruis- 
ing among the Rahamas, paving short 
visits to Nassau or to Key West or Ha- 
vana. This year many of us went up the 
west coast of Florida, stopping at every 
port and running up every river and in- 
let until we reached New Orleans. We 
are going up the MisSissippi to St. Louis, 
to the expOsition. We will stay at the 
exposition for a few days, and then go 
on to St. Paul; come back to St. Louis 
and take a_ trip up to Omaha: back 
stream again to the exposition, and rin 
up the Tllinois river until we get tired 
of the wonderland of St. Louis." 

Mr. Roome purchased two years ago 
one of the Bahama Keys from the Brit- 
ish government, and built himself a cas- 
tle upon it. South Cat Key is the name 
of the island and it is only 60 miles adi- 
rectly across the gulf stream from Mi- 
ami. It is 2 miles long by one-eighth 
wide, heavily wooded with cocoanut 
palms and tropic trees, and with a most 
magnificent beach of shells. ‘‘A key tn 
the Bahamas,’ said Mr. Roome, on in- 
quiry, ‘‘can be purchased for about $2.50 
per acres There can be no pleasanter 
possession. Our key is half way between 
Miami and Nassau and the pleasures of 
both are within easy reach.”

Exports Still Increase. — 

According to the lately issued re- 
port of the department of commerce 
and labor, we go right ahead break- 
ing records in the volume of our man- 
ufactured exports, many of which, by 
the way, are sold abroad more cheap- 
ly than to the home purchaser, by rea- 
son of the “protection” afforded the 
manufacturer by the tariff. 

The articles or groups of articles 
which show an increase are iron and 
steel manufactures, mineral oils, cop- 
per, leather, agricultural implements, 
drugs, chemicals, dyes, wood manu- 
factures, cars, carriages, paper, sci- 
entific instruments, fibers, india rub-' 
ber, clocks, watches, paints, oils, gun- 


} powder and other explosives, brass 


goods, soap, marble, stone, wool 


goods, jewelry, lamps and chandeliers, 


sugar and confections. The only ar- 
ticles showing a decrease in exporta- 
tion are cotton manufactures, par- 
affin, tobacco, books, maps and en- 
gravings, musical instruments, dis- 
tilled spirits, glass and glassware. 

It is explained that the twenty-nine 
foregoing articles, whose exportation 
is compared with that of last year, 
include about 95 per cent of the total 
The group 
which shows an increase aggregates 
$280,762,4538 in value for the nine 
months ending with March, 1904, 
against $241,344,902in the correspond- 
ing months of last year—an increase of 
$39,417,551. The group which shows 
a decrease aggregates $36,307,076 for 
the same period, against $44,835,897 
last year, a decrease of $8,528,821. Of 
tnis total decrease, as shown by the 
table of decreases nearly $8,000,000 
occurs in manufactures of cotton, of 


which the total exports in the nine. 


months ending with March, 1904, 
amounted to $16,735,456, against $24,- 
658,789 in the corresponding months 
of the previous year. 

Thus the chief article in which a de- 
crease occurs is cotton manufactures, 
consisting largely in cotton cloths, of 
which the price has materially in- 
creased by reason of the unusually 
high price of cotton.

It is gratifying to learn that the ad- 
vance sale of seats for the season of 
festival concerts has surpassed every 
expectation, and there is every prom- 
ise of standing room only signs for 
every performance. 


Germs as Fertilizers. , 


The germ theory has been extended 
to the department of agriculture, 
where it is fast being developed into 
a practical working fact. 

Today scientific farmers are using 
“bacterial devils” for the fertilization 
of dead soil, and this wonderful mi- 
crobic plant tonic is being sold to 
tnem by Uncle Sam. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has for several 
months been sending in the mails in 
small packages this singular bacteria, 
dried on cotton and accompanied by 
nutrient salts, in which form the 
farmer uses it to inoculate either the 
soil or the seed to be sown in it. 

The process was discovered by Dr. 
Moore, of the department of agricul- 
ture, who has just secured a patent 
for it, which he has “dedicated to the 
people of the United States.” The 
infinitesimal germs thus sent out 
from Washington produce the neces- 
sary bacterial cultures for inocu- 
lating soils for the successful 
cultivation of clovers of all kinds, 
alfalfa, soy beans, cow peas, and all 
other members of the legume family. 
The process is described as similar 
to inoculation in animal] flesh. The 
farmer who receives the little pack- 
age soaks it, much like a yeast cake, 
in a barrel of clean water. The pow- 
erful germs revive and soun turn the 
water to a milky white. Seeds soaked 
in the resultant fluid, having been 
thoroughly inoculated with the germs, 
are given an extraordinary start. 

As an illustration of the wonderful 
effect of the process, it is stated that 
land on which the farmer could, with’ 
the most assiduous toil and ordinary 
fertilizers, produce alfalfa but a few 
inches high and a poor stand, will 
yield, under this treatment of the 
seed, alfalfa several feet high and 
extremely thick and rich. 

This is indeed revolutionary of old 


methods of agriculture and should |

Prove a godsend to farmers whose 
lands are worn out and slow and ex- 
pensive to “bring up” by the ordinary 
methods. The general use of the 
process in the south would make this 
one of the great-etock raising regions 
of the country, for the leguminous 
plants are peculiarly adapted to our 
soil and climate, but, owing to the. 
impoverished condition of the land, it 
is seldom that they make heavy for- 
age crops. 

Perhaps, too, bacteria will yet be 
discovered which will do the same 
thing for cotton seed and the cereals. 
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‘Fool Friends. 

A candMate for political office can- 
mot be held responsible for all of. the 
utterances of the men who support 
him or for the character of some of 
the support he receives. 

There is Judge Parker, for instance. 
Much of the opposition to his nomina- 
tion is based on criticism of some of 
his support. In New York the anti- 
pathy for Mr. Hill was undoubtedly 
certain democratic 
elements opposing the judge, which 
was hardly’ just. 

But while a candidate should not be 
held responsible for such support as 
warrants criticism, he may fairly be 
commiserated when his chances are, 
in some degree, endangered by the 
utterances of fool friends. Mr. Cord 
Meyer, who has been selected as chair- 
man Of the New York democratic 
State central commiitee, is quoted as 
Saying “tp win the democrats must 
completely repress Bryan and Hearst 
at the St. Louis convention and drive 
them out of the convention.” This 
sentiment'is also voiced by that’ pre- 
ciOus, south-hating organ, the Chicago 
Chronicle, which poses as being dem- 
ocratic, yet declares that “the most 
important duty before the democratic 
party is to drive Bryan and Hearst out 
of the organization. Nothing that the 
party may do at St. Louis will satisfy 
the people who elect presidents if it 
be not done in such a way as to cause 
these interlopers to take their depart- 
ure.” 

The sympathy of democrats gener- 
ally, must go out to Judge Parker 
in the face of the fool utterances of 
Such fool friends. The democratic 
masses want harmony. They under- 
Stand that the only chance for victory 
is in a united party with all elements 
joining in a vigorous fight upon the 
Common enemy. The democratic par- 
ty is not so rich in votes that it can 
afford to have any driven away from 
the support of its candidate for the 
presidency this year. But sensible 
democrats will, of course, not hold 
Judge Parker responsible for such 
foolish talk.- 
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Graft Not Confined to America. 

Some consolation may be found in 
the reflection that the United States 
has no corner on municipal or govern- 
mental iniquity. In other words, 
graft is world-wide. The sordid pres- 
ence of venality among politicians 
and office holders has been dinned 
into our ears so constantly by the 
hewspapers and books containing in- 
Cisive essays and biting fiction on the 
subject, that we risk incurring the be- 
lief that the palm for prodigious thiev- 
ery, of the “polite” stripe, is due this 
nation. 

Contraiwise, the politicians of the 
old-world countries are such highly 
polished adepts at this fascinating and 
profitable game as to make the most 
notable efforis of American grafters 
appear sadly amateurish.  Particu- 
larly flagrant are such instances in 
Russia and Spain, the two nations 
Which, from the standpoint of the 
masses, might be entitled the intel- 
lectual dullards of Europe. It is a 
notorious fatt that the present un- 
enviable plight of Russia is due to the 
fearful inroads on her treasury and 
resources made by brjgands wearing 
the uniform of high army rank. Money 
lavishly appropriated for fortifica- 
tions, for battle ships, for military 
accoutrements, for harbor and river 
improvements, for munitions, railroad 
equipment and heaven knows what 
else, has been systematically and 
shamelessly absorbed by the officials 
on whom the czar relied to carry into 
execution the sweeping plans of him- 
self and his ministers. It is even de- 
clared that Alexieff, the Russian “It” 
in the Far East, is at the head of the 
band whose business it has been to 
gorgeously feather its own nest to the 
disaster of the nation’s prestige and 
welfare. 

In Spain, conditions are even more 
aggravated. The official highway- 
men have not the poor grace to con- 
ceal their peculations. When the 
mammoth colonial establishment was 
maintained it was tacitly understood 
that an assignment to Cuba, Porto 
Rico or the Philippines meant: license 
to plunder at free will. The lopping 
off of these perpetual drains has im- 
proved the situation little, since a 
bold corps of grafters flourishes still 
at Madrid and every other point at 
which the government has a chance 
at the pockets of the people. When- 
ever a reform movement shows its 
head, it is the target for the fierce 
Shafts of a clique which appears to 
be immovably entrenched in power. 

Immaculate “Albion,” even, is not 
immune from official pillage: At the 
windup of the ‘British-Boer war, 
charges and counter-charges of cor- 
ruption were thick as the legendary 
Vallambrosal leaves. In France and 
Germany, while sugh manifestations 
are subdued, they are present in 
sporadic instances—probably in about 
the same degree as in this country. 
The little principalities of Europe, the 
Chinese empire and the numerous 
small South American contingent, 
have graft problems fully as compli- 
eated and as defiant as our own. 

So that in spite of Mr. Steffens’ pes- 
simistic lucubrations, we are not quite 
as degraded as a superficial glance 
would indicate. We have the ines- 
timable comfort, also, of plenteous 
company. Moreover, a certain Dr. 
Folk, of Missouri, has discovered an 
anti-toxine which we may reasonably 
hope will eventually find effectual 
universal application,

Let Judges Be Drawn by Lots. 

Editor Constitution: As your columns 
@re open to the discussion as to the 
proper mode of electing our superior 
court judges, I thought I would add my 
little mite to the same. 

It was my good fortune and great pleas- 
ure to be associated with one of the can- 
didates for superior court judge in his 
canvass of t (Twiggs) county prior 
to the primary election, and while on this 
trip the question of electing judges of 
the superior courts was discussed be- 
tween us with the following plan as my 
own, which is drawn from both his and 
my observations: Let the whole supreme 
court in secret session make out a list 
of all the lawyers in the respective cir- 
cuits who are qualified, both mentally 
and moralty, to fill the position of su- 
perior court judge, and writing these 
names on slips of paper as the names of 
jurors are now done, let them deposit 
them in a box which shall have the name 
of the circuit written or printed thereon. 
Let the selection and depositing of such 
names be done under oath as to secrecy 
from all parties except the supreme 
court judges, who have prepared the 
slips. When, thesefore, a judge of the 
superior court is to be appointed let the 
supreme court, with a full bench in se- 
cret session, designate one of their num- 
ber who shall shake the box containing 
the names of the lawyers of the circuit 
for which a judge is to be appointed well 
and then designate another one of their 
number to draw from said box after it 
has been well shaken not less than three 
nor more than five (which said number 
shall be decided upon by the supreme 
court before said shaking and drawing 
shall. commence). 

After said names thave been drawn let 
them be written on a slip of paper to- 
gether with the name of the circuit from 
which they come indorsed opposite their 
names, while the slips containing the 
drawn Names shall be deposited in sec- 
tion | of a box, divided into two sections, 
numbered | and 2, together witb all the 
other names that have been drawn from 
the different circuits, there to remain for 
two years and then to be removed to 
section 2 for purposes which I shall state 
in another letter. The 
with the circuits from Which they are 
drawn shall be sent secretly to the gov- 
ernor, wfio, in as secret a manner as they 
were drawn, shall select one of said 
names for judge of said circuit for tle 
term of four years with the privilege 
of reappointment at the end of gaid term, 
provided their record is such as will 
show their fitness to fill said position, 
and provided further that they shall be 
ineligible to hold any other office for two 
years after ftfieir term of judgeship shall 
expire.

If we are 
not in favor of it we have no reasons to 
complain of present methods. Those who 
say that such a law cannot be inforced 
are often the ver?’ men who do not want 
to see such a law passed. Sooner or 
later we will have, have a reformation 
on this line, othe e the cand&jate with 
the heaviest purse and the biggest jug 
will be elected regardless of his fitness 
or qualifications. Yf for no other rea- 
son the judges shonid be appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the senate 
in order that they may not be placed in 
a position where they are_ practicaliy 
compelled to reward their friends and 
punish their political enemies.

The French ambassador, M. Constans, 
has joined with the Russian and British 
ambassadors in sending consuls to Erze- 
roum, in the hope of limiting the de- 
Struction and bloodshed. However, the 
Official advices, although brief, indicate 
that the work of exterminating the Ar- 
menians occupying the mountainous dis- 
trict of Sassoun is practically accomplish- 
ed. The Turkish methods appear to have 
been much the same as those adopted 
during the Armenian maSsacres. ~~ 

The official reports do not give details 
as to the nimber of towns burned and 
people killed, but they show that the 
action of the Turks has been sweeping. 
The French authorities were advised 
some time ago that Turkey was taking 
advantage of Russia’s preoccupation in 
the Far East and intended to adopt a 
decisive course toward the rebellious Ar- 
Armenians. The information then showed 
that the Turks would begin the work of 
Suppression about April {5. In order to 
prevent this the powers made an ener- 
gétic protest.

SENATOR DODD RESIGNS: 


SUCCESSOR TO BE NAMED 


Argument Is Concluded in Georgia Railroad Tax 
Case--Candidates for Judge in Augusta Circuit 
Must Announce Before May 20. 


ENATOR W. P. DODD, of the 
S forty-third senatorial district, yes- 

terday sent his resignation to Gov- 
ernor Terrell, and it was promptly ac- 
cepted. The senator's resignation stated 
only: “I hereby tender my resignation as 
senater from the forty-third senatorial 
district, to take effect at once.”’ 

Senator Dodd, who was formerly county 
school commissioner of Gordon county, 
Was convicted several’ days ago of the 
embezzlement of school funds, and on 
Thursday was sentenced by Judge Fite 
to serve two years in the penitentiary. 
There were als6 several charges of 
forgery against the senator, but the 
court permitted the one sentence of two 
years to cover all charges, and the other 
indictments will be nolle prossed. The 
case against Senator Dodd has been 
standing for nearly two years, a continu- 
ation having been several times granted. 
The claim is made that his guilt is oly 
technical. 

After accepting the resignation, Gov- 
ernor Terrell named June |! as the date 
on which the election for a senator from 
the forty-third to succeed Senator Dodd 
shall be held. Prompt action is required, 
as the legislature will meet June 22. So 
far, no candidates have appeared, but 
they will doubtless be forthcoming with- 
out any unnecessary delay. 


Georgia Railroad Taxes. 

Argument was concluded before- Judge 
Newman in the United States court yes- 
terday in the pending litigation by which 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company is trying to avoid the payment 
of taxes on the Georgia railroad, which 
it leases, Attorney General John C. 
Hart finished his argument for the state, 
and the concluding argument for the 
road was made by Alex C. King, of King, 
Spalding & Little. | 

The Louisville and Nashville is en- 
deavoring to establish the fact that the 
Georgia legislature made a contract ex- 
empting the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company from the payment of taxes 
for all time to come, with the exception 
of one-half of ! per cent on its net 
income. In his concluding ergument yes- 
terday Mr. King attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the franchise law passed in 
1902 on the ground that it is class legis- 
lation. Mr. King argued that the state 
had no right to set apart a particular 
class of property owners and say they 
should pay a franchise tax. He also 
contended that the franchise tax law, if 
enforced against the Georgia railroad, 
would impair the obligation of the con- 
tract made between that road and the 
state in its charter. Attorney General 
Hart presented decision and views to 
show that the franchise tax law was un- 
assailable, and contended that the legis- 
lature in 1833 never could have entered 
into a contract with the Georgia rail- 
road not to require it to pay a tax 
which was not provided for until 1902. 

The attorneys for the road rested their 
case on the Georgia supreme court de- 
cision in fifty-fourth Georgia, which held 
that the charter granted the Georgia 
railroad exempted the property itself 
from taxation. Judge Hart rested his 
case on a subsequent decision, which held 
the same thing, only to the extent of the 
original capital stgck of the road, 
amounting to $4,156,000, and expressed 
the view that all propetty in excess of 
that amount could be taxed at-:the gen- 
eral rate. Attorneys for the road held 
that this expression of opinion from the 
supreme court did not belong to the case 
under consideration, and was, in -effect, 
gratuitous. 

The attorneys for the Louisville and 
Nashville did not attempt to controvert 
Judge Hart’s point that 440 shares of 
stock, which are not included in the 
charter exemption, should be returned 
for taxation at their market value, about 
$118,000, instead of $44,000, nor did they 
make any denial of his claim that the 
$325,000 surplus cash which the road 
has should also be taxed at the general 
rate. 

At the conclusion of the argument, 
Judge Newman stated that he would 
render his, decision some time about June 
1. The case will then go direct to the 
United Stateg supreme court, because 
there is a federal question, a question of 


law, involved. The question is whether” 


the taxation of the Georgia railroad’s 
property, or any part thereof, would 
violate the provision of the constitution of 
the United States which prohibits any 
official action that would impair the ob- 
ligation of a contract.

HILL CHARGED 
WITH STEALING 


Negro Alleged To Have 
Robbed Unlted States 
Mail. 


Fred H. Hill, colored, was bound over 
in bond of $2,500 by United States Com- 
missioner Walter Colquitt yesterday 
morning on the charge of robbing the 


4United States mails. 


The specific charge against Hill is that 
he took from the majl a-registered pack- 
age containing five twenty-dellar bills 
|sent from the postoffice in Fort Gaines, 
‘Ga., to the depository of this office, the 
Macon postoffice. 

For some time past articles have 
been taken from the mails and charges 
have accumulated as time passed. The 
United States authorities believe that 
Hill is guilty of fourteen similar rob- 
beries of the mail. 

The facts concerning the case were re- 
cited at the trial] held yesterday morning 
before United States Commissioner Wal- 
ter Colquitt. 

It seems that for a number of months 
articles had been missing from tne mails 
and it thhad been impossible to account for 
the loss of them. 

The United States postoffice inspectors 
at once took up the case an® considerable 
time and money was spent in its un- 
ravelling. Suspicion pointed to Hifi and 
when the opportunity came the officers 
were ready to take advantage of it. 

On the morning of May 7 it is said that 
the postmistress in Fort Gaines, Ga., a 
third-class postoffice, prepared a register- 
ed package, containing five twenty-dollar 
bills, and sent this package to the de- 
pository of this office, Macon, Ga. Each 
bill was note@ and the number taken. 

This money was sent to Macon and at 
the same time a telegram was sent to 
Macon stating that the money had been 
sent. This package went by route No. 6, 
Fred Hill being the chief clerk of tho 
railway mai! service on this route. 

When the train reached Macon the 
package containing the money was not 
forthcoming and the train went on 
through Macon, bound for Atlanta. 

If by any accident the registered letter 
was overlooked in Macon it was the duty 
of the mail clerk to hand it to the regis- 
try department at Atlanta, Ga., since 
this was the terminus of this route. 
When he reached Atlanta the package 
containing the five twenty-dollar bills 
Was not handed over to the registry de- 
partment here. 

Just as Hill received his receipt froin 
the local’ registry officers he was touch- 
fed on the shoulder by Postoffice Inspec- 
tor McRae, who had been notified by 
wire from Macon, who at once asked 
him if he had any money. Hill is said to 
have pulled out his Knife and a few 
other things from one of his pockets. 
Then the officer asked him where was the 
package from Fort Gaines. Hill denied 
taking the package, but pulled out some 
money from an inside pocket, which he 
said he had worked for and had had in 
his possession for some time. 

The-officers state that this money was 
identically the same as that sent from 
the Fort Gaines postoffice. Miss Mable 
Kelly, assistant postmistr at Fort 
Gaines, was present att trial and 
testified to wrapping up the money and 
taking the numbers. 

The case will be tried Before Judge 
Speer in Macon and the punishment for 
the offense is from one to five years’ im. 
prisonment ‘at hard labor, 

There are two other warrants for Hill 
outside of the one on which he was ar- 
rested. One of these is from the middle 
district of Alabama, and two from the 
southern district of Georgia.

No 
report made elicited more sympathetic in- 
terest than that made by Mrs. Henry 
Jackson for the Hospital for Incurab!es, 
this being the latest institution establish- 
ed by a band of-echaritable women rep- 
resenting every denomination. 

Among the interesting reports made 
was that of Mrs. John King Ottley, rela- 
tive to the appointment by the municipal 
authorities of a probation officer to act 
in the interest of juvenile offenders 
brought before the city court. Mrs. Ottley 
explained how after the meeting here of 
the national convention of Charities and 
Correction’ the Atlanta 
took the initiative tn arousing public in- 
terest in the probation system, and how 
the city federation taking up the matter 
worked unceasingly for the appointment 
of a probation vcfficer, being rewarded 
by the recent favorable action of coun- 
cll whereby an wuzicer wss appointed. 
She pointed out to the women assembled 
the fact that their work tn this direc- 
tion had only begun and that in united 
effort they should work for the pas- 
sage of a bill through the legislature 
through which it would be possible to 
establish the probation system in the 
state and county courts, 

“It is all very well for some people to 
Claim that women should not meddle in 
politics,’’ said Mrs. Ottley, ‘‘but there are 
times when humanity requires it of them. 

“It is very well for individual women, 
content with their lot and the protection 
of their children, to argue that women 
should not engage in public affairs, but 
how can they, or how dare they ignore 
the helpless child who has no home. who 
has no one to defend or protect him, 
when after a petty offense ‘the is thrown 
into a jail the abode of criminals or de- 
clared a subject for the reformatory, 
where there is no room for him.”’ 

She here brought out the fact that 
there is only room in the reformatory 
.or forty-eight boys and the place is at 
present filled. 

She briefly outlined the principles of 
the probation system and earnestly urged 
upon the women to continue their work 
in that direction. 

Mrs. Parks’ address was an able one, 
in which she discussed the work of the 
various federated clubs and urged their 
continued interest. In pa€#t she said: - 

“Women of the City Federation, be- 
loved workers, it fills my heart with 
Pleasure and pride to appear before you 
for the first time as your presiding offi- 
cer; with pleasure because association 
with such a body of women is a delight; 
pride, that You shaeiW have deemed me 
worthy to be your leader and your ser- 
vant who serves you gladly. Above all, I 
rejoice for Atlanta that she thas such a 
band of devoted women standing guard 
about her courts. They are her mes- 
sengers of mercy, whether ministering 
to the poor and needy, guiding the foot- 
stepa of little children, - guarding the 
youth of the city, caring for the sick, 
sheltering the homeless, nursing the in- 
curables, watching over the tempted, or 
lifting the fallen. Of every religious 
opinion, Protestant, Jews and Catholics, 
they meet on the common ground of love
